HE recent terrific battles in Mexico City 
leading to the overthrow of the Madero 
Government, made us apprehensive concern- 
ing the safety of Mrs. Hamilton, the Society’s 
Agent.

phonic communication with Mexico City, we 


they descend on our little town, with all the 
troops in the city, we would be in a bad case; 
so when some friends came flying out from 
Mexico City in their auto to take us to their 
house near the American Embassy, we very 
thankfully accepted, andtakinga market-basket 
of provisions and a hastily packed suit-case, 
we fled. It was a 
most exciting ride, 
and we heard 
rather ominous re- 
marks about the 
“sringos’”? from 
little groups in 
Tacubaya; but on 
we went until, 
passing the Em- 
bassy, with its ex- 
cited groups of 
Americans, we 
arrived at our 
friends’ house. 
Monday there was 
little or no firing, 
and we proceeded 
to lay in such pro- 
visions as were 
procurable in the 
neighborhood. 
There were nine of 
us and four serv- 
ants to feed. 
Tuesday the war 
began in earnest, 
and from that day 
till Saturday after- 
noon we were in 
the thick of it. 

A ten-gun bat- 
tery which de- 
stroyed many of 
the finest houses 
in Colonia Juarez 
was planted less than three blocks away from 
us, and the answering shells from the Citadel 
more than once went screaming over the 
house. Shrapnel burst in the air all about 
us, bullets spit and-sang on every side, and I 


’ assure you it was exciting. 


We were not afraid. The dear old 91st 
Psalm was a real comfort, and when the can- 
nonading was most terrific it was most restful 
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to remember, ‘‘ The eternal God is thy refuge 
and underneath are the everlasting armes.”’ 

There were sharpshooters on the roofs of 
houses across the street who were picking off 
the gunners at the battery, and one day the 
street filled with soldiers who had come to 
dislodge them. They seemed to be success- 
ful, and left one poor fellow dead just at the 
next corner. Two days later a lot of soldiers 
came, piled kindling on the body, saturated 
it with kerosene, and made an unsuccessful 
attempt to burn it. What was left remained 
-the rest of the time we were there. This was 
done in many parts of the city, and Guadalupe 
tells me that in a vacant space to the east of 
the city twenty-five cart-loads of bodies were 
brought and burned in one day. 

Of course it was hard for us to settle down 
to anything during our week of imprisonment. 
We would no sooner begin to read aloud than 
a tremendous cannonading from the battery 
would drive us to the dining-room as the most 
sheltered place from the answering shells. A 
shrapnel burst over the house and one of the 
shot came in the transom and bounded over 
my foot, ruffling my skirts with the breeze. 
Bullets were imbedded in the walls around the 
roof, but none of us suffered in the least. 

Saturday friends came to tell us that we 
were now in the Federal lines, and it was time 
to leave. There was to be an armistice on 
Sunday, and they would come for us in the 
morning and take us wherever we wanted to 
go. We at first thought we would go to Vera 
Cruz and wait for the trouble to be over, but 
once arrived at the Embassy Sunday morning, 
I found that so many were.expecting to leave 
that night, and rumors as to the lack of safety 
en route were so rife, that we decided that 
Casa Alvarado in Coyoacdén would be the 
best place for us. We found Mr. Conger, 
minister of the Union Church, quite disturbed 
about the advisability of taking his family to 
Vera Cruz, so we invited them to come with 
us. By noon we were all safely transported 
to the new haven of refuge, and after lunch 
began to arrange sleeping quarters for nine 
people. About four o’clock a party of seven 
came tumbling into the Aafzo, with the news 
that the Prefect had ordered them all to leave 
their houses in the east end of town, because 
an encounter with the Zapatistas was expected 
at any minute and there were no available 
forces to drive them back. This looked de- 
cidedly serious, but before night the news 
came that they had been driven back from 
Tlalpam, so the newcomers went home, and 
we settled down for the night. All day Mon- 
day the bombardment in town was furious. 
We could distinctly hear the cannonading six 
miles away, but the peaceful garden, sweet

with violets and roses, seems like Paradise 
after the troubled week. Tuesday morning 
came the news that Diaz had won, and Wed- 
nesday morning the new house party was 
broken up, and only we Hamiltons and one 
friend remain in Casa Alvarado. 

Several of my friends lost all their house- 
hold goods through the bursting of shells, and 
one of Elisabeth’s girl friends was badly 
wounded by a shell. The Agency escaped so 
much as a single bullet hole. ;

Marcelino spent the morning to-day trying 
to get our forty-two boxes of much-needed 
books out of the freight-house, but he says 
the crowd there is terrible. Of course all the 
business houses are having the same trouble, 
and it is almost impossible to get even a cart 
to bring the things away. The carters are 
charging their own prices for the work. We 
certainly hope to be able to get the books this 
afternoon, as there are numerous orders and 
we are quite out of the books most needed. 


Feb. 26, 1913. 

It is curious so see how quickly the city has 
resumed normal conditions. For a few days 
cavalrymen, with their horses, bivouacked on 
two sides of the Zocalo and all down Cinco 
de Mayo Street, so I made quite a detour to 
get to the office. Great cannon stood threat- 
eningly in front of the Palace, and crowds of 
people roamed about to see the damage 
wrought by the shells. The greatest damage 
was done in the vicinity of the Citadel, though 
that building itself suffered comparatively 
little. The houses in the line of fire were 
wrecked, in some cases completely, and there 
is no doubt there was a great deal of merely 
wanton firing, up and down the streets, to 
the detriment of the non-combatants. Our 
bookkeeper, Mr. Heydtmann, was watching 
a meeting between the German Minister and 
De la Barra, who drove up in an auto di- 
rectly from the Citadel, where he had been in- 
terviewing Diaz. The two autos paused a 
few minutes, conversation was exchanged, 
and De la Barra went on, passing through the 
Federal lines on his way to the Palace. The 
crowd which had gathered began to cry 
Viva De la Barra,’’ and waxed rather enthu- 
siastic, when some unfortunate person began 
to cry Muera Madero,’’ and without a mo- 
ment’s warning the Federals opened fire upon 
them. Mr. Heydtmann says he did not wait 
to see how many were killed, but made good 
his escape around the first corner. .

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The Bible in Latin America 


Work of the Bible Societies; Their Relations to the Missions; Attitude of the Roman Catholic 
Church to the Bible, etc. 


HE following paper was prepared and 
read by Dr. John Fox at the Latin 
America Conference, March 12th (see page61), 
the topic as stated above being assigned to him: 


Mr. Froude, in his Essays on the Council 
of Trent (page 56), quotes Cardinal Newman 
as saying that “the translated Bible is the 
stronghold of heresy.’’ This has much the 
air and manner of Newman; it appears, 
however, not to be his, but an inaccurate 
rendering of Dr. F. W. Faber’s remark that 
the marvelous English of the English ver- 
sion is ‘one of the great strongholds of here- 
sy.’ Inaccurate as it is as a quotation, it still 
comes pretty close to the pith and essence of 
the Roman Catholic attitude. The latest au- 
thority is the Catholic Encyclopedia, which 
(vol. II,.p. 545) quotes with approval the Coun- 
cil of Trent in its attempts to suppress freedom 
in Bible reading, and still more the denuncia- 
tions of several of the Popes, especially that 
of Leo XII in 1824: ‘“‘ You are aware, Vener- 
able Brothers, that a certain Bible Society is 
impudently spreading through the world, which 
despising the traditions of the Holy Fathers 
and the decree of the Council of Trent, is en- 
deavoring to translate, or rather to pervert, the 
Scriptures into the vernacular of all nations.” 
And Pius IX, forty years later: ‘These crafty 
Bible Societies cease not to thrust their Bibles 
upon all men, even the unlearned.’’ 

It should be added that the manuscript of 
this article was sent by the Editors of the En- 
cyclopedia to the Bible House for revision— 
not to be Protestantized, we were told, but to 
insure accuracy of historical fact. It fell to 
the present writer to suggest some revisions 
and to receive afterward the very courteous 
gift of ahandsomely bound copy of the Ency- 
clopzedia, as its volumes gradually appeared. 

This will suggest that Rome is sometimes 
happily inconsistent with herself. Her noblest 
scholars shrink from an attitude so abhor- 
rent to the enlightened mind of Christendom. 
Saintly priests and pious laymen cannot help 
longing for the Word of Life in their own 
mother tongues, nor always deny it ‘to the 
hungry sheep. Moreover, the persistent cir- 
culation of the translated Bible by Protestants, 
and especially by Bible Societies, has com- 
pelled their opponents in self-defense to trans- 
late and circulate also. A prudent paterfa- 
‘milias may find it necessary to keep an edged 


tool, yet he may be afraid that it will fall 


into unskilled hands, or even that from lack of 
use he may injure himself. Something like this 
describes the apparent inconsistencies of the 
Roman Catholic attitude toward the translated 
Bible. Though it be a stronghold of heresy, 
it cannot altogether be dispensed with; but 
we must be very careful! As a result copies 
are scarce even where not forbidden. 

There have been Roman Catholic transla- 
tions in Spanish and Portuguese and times 
of refreshing, when some of the priests and 
more of the people gladly received the Word 
and were even busy circulating it. For every 
reason, therefore, we must go to Latin Amer- 
ica primarily as Christians—Catholic Chris- 
tians in the truest sense, not quenching the 
smoking flax, nor forgetting that the earlier 
practice of the Roman Church was better than 
the latter day perversions of the Council of 
Trent, and seeking to allay rather than inflame 
partisan animosities; yet, when we have made 
all concessions, we must still go as Protes- 
tants, not afraid or ashamed of the Bible, “‘the 
religion of Protestants,’’ and we must carry 
with us to Latin America a clear apprehen- 
sion of historical causes. 

The great Protestant Bible Societies are 
the corollaries of the Protestant Reformation, 
and are best understood by regarding them as 
Continuation Committees, building upon the 
rock foundation laid by the Protestant apos- 
tles of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
Oh! for a breath of Martin Luther and his 
august fellows in South America to-day to 
make the dry bones live. 


Spanish Translators and Translations 


Spain had its reformers, and one of them, 
Cassiodoro de Reina took up the burden of 
Bible translation, though he was not the first 
in the field. Escaping from the Spanish In- 
quisition to England in 1557 and afterward to 
the Continent, he began a translation appar- 
ently from the original tongues (though this is 
a moot point), using other translations as 
aids, and issued in 1569 the earliest edition of 
the complete Spanish Bible. It is connected 
more frequently with the name of Cipriano de 
Valera, at first a Roman Catholic monk, then a 
Reformed Christian. He also escaped to Eng- 
land, took his degree in Cambridge, married an 
English lady (marriage is sometimes a strong- 
hold of heresy), and spent the last twenty years 
of his life in revising the ‘“De Reina’’ version. 
This he beautifully described as his evening 
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sacrifice. One might fancy that the same 
angel of annunciation who appeared to Zach- 
arias at the time of incense appeared to Va- 
lera, having the everlasting gospel to preach 
to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people. At all events his version appeared 
in 1596, considerably in advance of our Eng- 
lish ‘‘King James,’’ and has since been con- 
stantly circulated in very many subsequent 
editions, especially by the Bible Societies in 
Latin America. 

A few months ago there tell on sleep ina 
suburb of this city another master translator, 
worthy to be classed with these in spirit and 
power. Henry Barrington Pratt, a Southern 
Presbyterian by birth and training, but the 
second missionary of the Northern Presby- 
terian Board to South America, spent nearly 
sixty years of his life over the Spanish Bi- 
ble, and finally in 1886-93 carved out a new 
translation, which he named the “‘Moderna,”’ 
not primarily as a classic, but as a mission- 
ary weapon in Latin America. The whole 
expense both of translation (which amount- 
ed to more than $15,000) and of publishing 
was borne by the American Society, which 
has circulated nearly a million copies of it. 

At this moment, while we are in session 
here, there is sitting in Puerto de Santa 
Maria, a suburb of Cadiz, a company of 
American, English, Mexican, and Spanish 
scholars under the auspices and at the ex- 
pense of the British and Foreign and Ameri- 
can Bible Societies, who, basing their work 
on the originals, are aiming to blend the best 
of all Versions, the grace of Valera, the 
strength of Pratt, the excellences of all others. 
For this a beginning was made by an Ameri- 
can committee which sat in the Bible House 
in New York in 1910, and translated the 
four Gospels, basing their work upon the 
originals, but counting the ‘“‘Moderna’’ wor- 
thy of double honor; and by another com- 
mittee under the auspices of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society sitting in Madrid, 
which produced the Gospel of Matthew, using 
chiefly the Valera. These efforts are inspired 
by the missionary necessities of the situation, 
not merely or chiefly in Spain, though we 
may hope eventually there also, but in Latin 
America. This, however, raises great diffi- 
culties, for the Spaniard loves pure Castilian, 
and we cannot ignore his right to it. What 
our translators most need is what Luther in 
“Bin Feste Burg” calls ‘‘the Spirit and the 
gifts.’”’ This alone can enable someone some 
day—perhaps it must be a Spaniard in the 
end—to produce finally a version that may be- 
come in a measure to Spain and to Spanish 
America what the King James is to all Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples. 


Portuguese Translators and Translations 


Spanish, however, is but one key to Latin 
America. Portuguese comes second, if it can 
be called secondary. Here too the foundations 
were laid long ago. There were some frag- 
mentary beginnings under Roman Catholic 
auspices, but the first complete New Testa- 
ment made from the originals was that of 
Joao Ferreira d’ Almeida, a Portuguese minis- 
ter in Batavia, intended for the use of the 
Portuguese in the East Indies, and published 
in 1687. Almeida was born of Roman Catho- 
lic parents in Lisbon, but became a Protestant 
in Batavia, and labored in European commu- 
nities in the east, continuing his translating 
activity in the Old Testament which, however, 
he never completely translated. His version 
was finished by other scholars later and pub- 
lished in 1748-53, and has since been pub- 
lished in many editions and widely used by 
both the British and American Societies in 
Brazil. It was followed, however, by a Por- 
tuguese version of the entire Scriptures in 
twenty-three volumes, issued at Lisbon in 
1781-83 by Don Antonio Pereira de Figteire- 
do, a Roman Catholic ecclesiastic, but, be it 
noted, a bold opposer of the claims of papal 
authority, an enemy of the Jesuits, and in his 
translation no servile imitator of the Vulgate, 
but daring to follow the Greek sometimes; 
really, therefore, in spirit a ‘“near-Protestant.”’ 

Our Protestant missionaries in Brazil have 
been busy for the last ten years over a new 
translation into Portuguese, based upon the 
original translation, and using the existing 
versions and all other helps to make one suita- 
ble for the evangelizing purposes of the Prot- 
estant missions in Brazil, yet also inidiomatic 
Portuguese, so that if God opens the way, in 
due time it may find a place in Portugal itself. 
This translation has been carried forward un- 
der the general pilotage of the American and 
British and Foreign Bible Societies, each so- 
ciety having appropriated $6,000 for the pur- 
pose. 

The New Testament is now published by 
both Societies. The Old Testament is nearing 
completion, and has been printed in tentative | 
form. In addition a bilingual version, con- 
taining the new Portuguese revision of the. 
New Testament and the American edition | 
Revised English Version, in parallel columns, | 
is now going through the press of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. 


Some Roman Catholic Versions 


A full account of the Spanish translations 
made by Roman Catholics, as well as the. 
one just described in Portuguese, cannot 
here be given. The most familiar are those 
of Padre Scio made from the Vulgate, pub- 
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lished in Spain in nineteen volumes; about 
the close of the eighteenth century, accom- 
panied with a Latin text and commentary, 
but it was so large and expensive as to be in- 
accessible to any but the wealthy; even the 
priests could not usually purchase it. Another 
translation of the Vulgate was made by Bishop 
Amat, published also in Spain at Madrid, in 
1823-24, in two volumes, notably inferior as 
a translation to that of Scio. Mexican priests 
in 1831-33 issued a new version of the entire 
Bible, the first ever printed in Mexico, running 
through twenty-five volumes, with maps and 
plates, and with the Latin text, as well as the 
Spanish, with various prefaces, analyses, etc. 
It is made from a French version and printed 
with the Vulgate. All these, it will be ob- 
served, are since the translation of Valera, that 
is, post Reformation, and we may fairly say, 
in this case, post hoc, propter hoc. In the same 
way, and doubtless for the same reason, Bra- 
zilian ecclesiastics have recently issued the 
Gospels in Portuguese, with the usual Roman 
Catholic accompaniments, which have obtained 
avery small circulation in Brazil. 


Versions for the, Indians 


But we must not make the common and 
erroneous assumption that Spanish and Por- 
tuguese Bibles are sufficient for our mis- 
Sionary enterprise. Indeed, according to the 
platform of the Edinburgh Conference, we 
have scarcely approached the vital missionary 
problem in South America, namely, the con- 
version of Pagans—the Pagan Indians, rather 
than nominal Christians. 

The 6,000,000 full-blooded Indians which, 
according to Report of Commission No. 1, 
are scattered over South America, and the 
1,700,000 in Central America, and the possible 
8,000,000 in Mexico, not to speak of the Mes- 
tizos, who add many more millions, speak a 
wide variety of languages, as to which exact 
information is still lacking. They may be as 
numerous and diverse as the languages of 
the North American Indian; nor can anyone 
say how permanently they will continue. The 
Spanish and the Portuguese, and in less degree 
other European languages, will drive many 
of them out; but on the other hand such con- 


-glomerate patois as Negro-English in Guiana 
will spring up like rank weeds here and 


there. 

The first task of the Protestant mission- 
aries, and of their handmaids the Bible Socie- 
ties, is to provide and perfect the translations; 
then the Societies must see to their printing 
and circulation among all these tribes. This 
has been done in connection with the circula- 
tion of Spanish and Portuguese Scriptures, 
and in the present paper we can only rapidly 
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summarize them, drawing on the records of 
both Societies. 


The Service of the Bible Societies 


From the very beginning both the British 
and American Societies reached out helping 
hands toward Latin America, to give Bibles 
in the major languages, Spanish and Portu- 
guese, and later in various other European 
and even Oriental tongues, and also in the 
languages of the Pagan Indians. 

The British Society, organized in 1804, had 
well begun the good work before the organ- 
ization of its younger sister in 1816. In 1806 
600 copies were sent to Buenos Ayres and 
Montevideo. In the latter place they had a 
rapid circulation; even the priests bought 
them, for British influence was paramount. As 
soon as this ceased the Spanish bishop called 
in all the copies under severe penalties. 

The American Bible Society was scarcely 
organized (1816) before its managers secured 
plates for printing Spanish Bibles, and in 1817 
sent Spanish Scriptures also to Buenos Ayres, 
Valparaiso, and to Trinidad and other West 
Indian islands. There were no official agents 
at first, but a thousand Spanish Bibles and 
Testaments, for instance, were sent by a mer- 
chant to Lima and sold out in two days, and 
5,000 might have been sold, it was reported. 

One of the earliest American pioneers in 
South America and Mexico was the Rev. 
John C. Brigham, who lived there for several 
years and frequently communicated with the 
Society, visiting Buenos Ayres, Chili, Peru, 
Colombia, and Mexico. In 1826 on his return 
he was made Secretary of the Society, serving 
it with distinction for thirty-six years. | 

As early as 1824, eight years after the or- 
ganization of the Society, it granted $500 to 
pay for the translation of the Bible into Que- 
chua, the language of the Incas of Peru. One 
of its most recent efforts has been the publica- 
tion of further translations made by Sefiora 
Clorindo Matto de Turner, a Peruvian author- 
ess. Our British brethren issued St. John’s 
Gospel in 1880. The American Bible Society 
in 1901 issued St. Luke and since then the 
other Gospels, Acts, and Romans. 

Translation into the Indian tongues is of 
necessity slow work, retarded both by lack of 
funds, lack of translators, and lack of the art 
of reading. The forlorn remainders of the 
once proud Incas, the pathos of whose de- 
cline and fall under the iron heel of their con- 
querors so touched the heart of humanity, still 
make a strong appeal, but there are other 
tribes as needy though less famous. Our So- 
ciety has issued the Gospel in Arawak for a 
tribe in Dutch Guiana, and in Zapotec for 
Mexican Indians. Our British brethren are 
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able to report translations in seven languages 
in South America— Aymara, Negro-English, 
Quechua, Yahgan, Guarani, Lengua, and Bri- 
bri; four in Central America—Carib, Quiche, 
Cakchequel, Mosquito; and two in Mexico— 
Aztec and Maya. 

The task of distribution is an immense one, 
and for its successful performance needs the 
hearty, intelligent, and persistent co-opera- 
tion of all parties to the missionary under- 
taking. 

The American Society has now six regularly 
established Agencies, as follows: the West 
Indies, Mexico, Central America (including 
Panama and part of Colombia), La Plata (in- 
cluding Argentina, Uruguay, Paraguay, Ecua- 
dor, Peru, Chili and Bolivia, and part of Co- 
lombia), Brazil, and Venezuela. 

For fifteen years it maintained a separate 
Agency for Colombia and Venezuela, but the 
distracted condition of these countries ren- 
dered it so difficult that the present plan was 
adopted with the hope of a more satisfactory 
one later. A vestige of the activity of the So- 
ciety is seen in the fact that there appears for 
twenty years (1854-74) among the list of its 
Vice-Presidents the name of the Hon. Joaquin 
Mosquera, of ‘‘ New Grenada,’’ who consented 
to serve the Society in this capacity. 

The British Society has five similar Agen- 
cies for Argentina, Brazil, the Republics of 
the Andes, West Indies, and Central America, 
so that under slightly different groupings, the 
two Societies maintain a closely interlacing 
co-operation, and have done so long before that 
magic word became so familiar. This is 
notably true in Brazil where, except in one or 
two provinces, the states of that immense re- 
public are apportioned equitably between the 
two Societies. 

In the West Indies and Central America our 
Society leaves to the British all British ter- 
ritory, and labors in Cuba, Porto Rico, where 
it has the field alone, and also in Haiti, San 
Domingo, and some of the smaller islands. 
In 1879 the British Society transferred all its 
work and its entire stock of Scriptures in 
Mexico to the American Society, and since 
then it has done all the Bible work in that 
country. 

Since the establishment of its regular Agen- 
cies in these countries it has distributed a 
little over 3,500,000 copies of Scriptures. 
Prior to this, however, there was a consider- 
able distribution done through travelers, ship 
captains, merchants, and others, and some- 
times by its own representatives appointed 
for the purpose. This would total possibly 
250,000 more copies. The British and Foreign 
has circulated 3,000,000 copies in all, so thatfor 
the first century of Bible work we can report 
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morethan 6,500,000 copies of Scripture, mainly 
Spanish and Portuguese, with a sprinkling of 
Indian tongues. Latin America cannot, there- 
fore, be called a neglected continent so far as 
the Bible Societies are concerned. Itis nottoo 
much to say that they have been the pioneers, 
breaking the ground, anticipating the organ- 
ized church, preoccupying the territory for 
missionary teachers; at first in more or less 
desultory fashion, but for the last thirty years 
by a well-planned and well-organized body of 
colporteurs under competent government and 
aiming to reach and cover the whole country. 


The Philippine Islands : 


We cannot here enter on the wonderful story 
of the occupation of the Philippine Islands, 
the first chapter of which is the gallant 
attempt of British colporteurs to enter the 
Islands, one of them losing his life and the 
other being obliged to flee from the wrath of 
the priests. This was ten years before the 
American occupation, and during that time the 
British Society saw to the making of a trans- 
lation of the Gospel of Matthew in Tagalog. 
When the hour of destiny struck (1898) the 
books were actually ready in Singapore, and 
our British co-laborer sent its representative, 
as we sent ours, immediately to the Islands. 
Since that time our own Society has secured 
translations in nine dialects, in two of them 
issuing the whole Bible; and the British and 
Foreign Society in several more, in one of 
them (Tagalog) issuing the complete Bible. 
Both Societies, of course, use Spanish and 
English also. Armed with these the ground- 
work has been laid for an evangelical Protes- 
tantism in close co-operation with the mission- 
aries of every family. 


Early Beginnings 

The beginnings of Bible work in Latin 
America seen in the distance of time appear 
perhaps more picturesque, and are distin- 
guished by some extraordinary features. One 
of the most interesting facts in the whole story 
is the brilliant success that attended the first 
efforts. It seemed at first as if we might suc- 
ceed in rushing the enemy’s position. 

The British Society had a magnetic and en- 
ergetic colporteur in Mr. James Thomson, 
whose story is almost as wonderful as that of 
George Borrowin Spain, and perhaps with more 
striking Bible results in circulation. Starting 
from Lima in 1824, where he had been living, 
he made his way along the coast to Guayaquil 
and, crossing under the shadow of Chimbo- 
razo, pushed on to Quito. 

Mr. Canton, in his fascinating history of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, tells how 
governors and ecclesiastics were his aids, 
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friars not only were hospitable, but aided 
him in the sale of the Scriptures within monas- 
tery walls, and engaged to take Scriptures on 
consignment, and governors of provinces sup- 
ported them init. Arriving at Bogota, there 
was held on March 24, 1825, a public meeting 
of clergy and laity, who voted that it was 
compatible with their obligation as Colom- 
bians and Roman Catholics to establish a 
National Colombian Bible Society, to print 
and circulate the Holy Scriptures in approved 
versions. At the meeting, held at the princi- 
pal Dominican Convent, distinguished for- 
eigners were present; dignitaries in church 
and state accepted office in the society. This 
was the most striking aspect of what seemed 
then a general movement, especially in the 
more enlightened countries, where many were 
cordially willing and ready to welcome the 
Scriptures. The Managers of the American 
Society at once shipped 800 Spanish Bibles 
to Bogota. 

Mr. Thomson went to Mexico in 1827 where, 
with a retinue of twenty-four mules loaded 
with Bibles and Testaments, he wended his 
way through the mountains and forests from 
Vera Cruz to the Aztec capital. Here he was 
received by the highest Roman Catholic dig- 
nitaries, and his progress at first seemed like 
atriumph. After a journey through the coun- 
try; when he returned to the capital, the Dean 
and Chapter issued an edict forbidding the sale, 
purchase, reading, or even possession of the 
Bibles published by the Society, and in spite 
of Mr. Thomson’sappeals andtheremonstrance 
of the civil government and the evident desire 
of the people to have the Bible, the clergy did 
their best to enforce the edict among their 
own parishes. Then revolution broke out, and 
Mr. Thomson reluctantly retired from the 
country and came to the United States, and 
finally went thence to England. Thereafter 
the Bible could only make its way in Mexico 
in the teeth of Roman opposition. 

When the next Bible Agent visited Colom- 
bia he found that the National Colombia Bi- 
ble Society had vanished into thin air and the 
brilliant signs of promise had faded away. 

Many a time and oft since then the in- 
cense of burning Bibles, strange fire on the 
altars of God, has ascended to Heaven in many 
acity and hamlet. It is not long since the high 
ecclesiastics in a Brazilian city gathered all 
the Bibles they could and burned them in pub- 
lic, arousing the protests of enlightened Ro- 
man Catholics in Rio de Janeiro itself. 


The Situation To-day 
It is obvious that the two great keys to the 


neglected continent are the Spanish and Por- 
tuguese Versions, provided we use them and 
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do not let them grow rusty from disuse. 
They will fit the wards of this curious lock 
when they are so perfected as to be thor- 
oughly faithful to the originals and thoroughly 
idiomatic as translations. As the English ver- 
sion was a scala santa, perfected by the build- 
ing of one man’s work upon the others, so the 
Spanish and Portuguese versions must be 
perfected. This means large expenditures in 
money and also much more care and prayer 
on the part of all charged with responsibility 
for missionary progress. Pray ye, therefore, 
the Lord of the harvest that he will raise up 
men who have the gifts of the Spirit to become 
masters of Spanish and Portuguese and the 
Indian tongues, and then that he will send 
forth colporteurs unto his harvest—humble, 
patient, plodding, often heroic, too little ap- 
preciated but indispensable colporteurs. 

It means also the training of a body of godly 
converts by the joint efforts of missionaries, 
mission boards, and Bible society function- 
aries, so that this work may be done with due 
preparation of heart, enthusiasm, the perse- 
verance of the saints, and technical skill in the 
fine art of distribution. Let it be never for- 
gotten that the purpose of it all is the mission- 
ary purpose, pure and simple—the conversion 
of sinners and building up of converts in faith 
and holiness. That this purpose has been 
abundantly fulfilled it would be a work of 
supererogation to prove. 

The Bible itself has been the most effective 
missionary and the colporteur an evangelist. 


-‘Thousands owe their salvation to the Word 


thus ministered, as many touching instances 
plainly show. 

Oneofourmastercolporteurs, Francis G. Pen- 
zotti, now in charge of our La Plata Agency, 
was himself converted by a Gospel handed to 
him by a colporteur, and he in turn has filled 
South America with the knowledge of Christ, 
though he has been cast into prison for doing 
so, but the Word of God was not bound. 

Such colporteurs for the most part have 
been and ought to be under the direct over- 
sight and at the expense of the Bible Socie- 
ties. With this must be joined colportage by 
missionaries themselves in connection with 
their own work, but it will not do to leave it 
to missionaries. The Bible Societies must 
push it vigorously. It may be fair to repeat 
they have done andare doing so. During the 
year 1911 our Society has had 203 agents, col- 
porteurs, and correspondents engaged in this 
task, or, including the Philippines, 247. It 
has spent in the last decade $1,157,000 in 
Latin America, and counting the Philippines, 
$1,300,000. The British Society has spent 
over $450,000 in money, not counting the 
Philippines. Its Annual Reports do not show 
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the value of the books, but they may be safely 
set down as several hundred thousand dollars 
more, so that the joint expenditure of the two 
Societies for the decade will not fall very far 
short of $2,000,000. In many ways both So- 
cieties have happily stimulated and supple- 
mented each other. The British historian, 
recounting the travels of their agent at Pan- 
ama, says he found that the American Bible 
Society had been there before him at work 
among the poor Indians and negroes. We 
have sometimes found them before us else- 
where. 


A Woman’s Work in Mexico 


The eyes of the world are fastened to-day 
on Mexico, and the intercessions of the people 
of God should ascend without ceasing on be- 
half of this distracted land, and especially of 
the faithful little flock that have been gathered 
to hold forth the Word of life. 

It will interest women especially to know 
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that here alone in the arrangements of both 
Societies a woman is in charge of the whole 
work of distribution. Mrs. Francis S. Hamilton, 
the widow of our long-time Agent, since 
his death a few years ago has had full direction 
of the twenty or thirty colpolteurs whose ar- 
duous task is to carry the Scriptures all over 
the republic. We have justhad our first tele- 
gram from her since the anti-Madera Revolu- 
tion, and she is safe and well and asks for 
$1,000 for her work. She ought to have 
$10,000. Her home in the suburbs was not 
safe, and her office less so, as it was in or near 
the zone of fire in Mexico City; but when the 
outbreak came God sent his angel and an auto- 
mobile to deliver her. 

‘“The women that publish the Word are a 
great host,’’ so the Revised Version would 
have us read the familiar Psalm, instead of 
‘‘Great was the company of them that pub- 
lished it.’”’ This woman we esteem a host in 
herself. 


The La Plata Agency 


HE report from the La Plata Agency for 
1912 has reached us, and again is brim- 

ful of stimulus and encouragement. Mr. Pen- 
zotti can speak out of unusual knowledge and 
experience of the conditions prevailing in such 
countries as Ecuador, with which this report 
begins. The excerpts which are given will 
give an impression of the whole report, which 
will appear in due time. He writes as follows: 


The number of books placed in circulation 
by this Agency during the year 1912 is as fol- 
lows: Bibles, 15,230; Testaments, 11,309; 
portions, 38,160; total, 64,699; and we have 
received for them $10,615.93, gold. It is not 
the largest total number of books circulated in 
one year that we have had, but more Bibles 
were sold than any year before since its foun- 
dation. 

Since the year 1864 there have been put in 
circulation by this Agency 1,226,222 books, 
and of course the effect no human eye or mind 
can see in its total. 

In the first place Ecuador and Bolivia are the 
two countries which have suffered most in all 
South America, due to the Romish influence, 
so that the percentage which can read and 
write is very small, Between eighty-five and 
ninety per cent cannot read. The few who 
can do so are those who govern and direct 
these countries, and having discovered that 
Romanism is the greatest drawback to prog- 
ress, they have left it, considering that it is 


the greatest enemy of liberty and progress 
They have abandoned all religious sentiments 
and have plunged into the void until the day 
of reaction comes, as in the French Revolu- 
tion, when they went back, frightened at their © 
own work. 

J. M. Rodriguez, our commissioner, writes 
on December Ist from Quito, the capital: 

““T will now relate to you ina few words what 
happened to me a few days ago in one of the 
central streets of Quito, two squares from the 
central plaza. I was talking inside of a house 
where they make saints and images, and where 
I had sold two Gospels the day before. As I 
spoke loudly several persons came in to listen 
with great attention. While I was speaking 
more people kept coming in all the time, so 
I decided to go outside to the sidewalk to go 
on speaking of the Bible and gospel. Of 
course the crowd became larger. It was 
astonishing how people of all classes listened 
so attentively. Suddenly one of the officials 
of this house of idols, who seemed to be 
somewhat drunk and who is a great fanatic, 
became furious and threatened to strike me. 
One of the persons in the group invited me to 
go and stand in front of his house to speak, 
about half a square away. All the people 
followed me, and I continued speaking to 
them about the teachings of the Bible. The 
interest was great, and even more people 
came and also listened from their balconies. 
After speaking for one hour I distributed many 
tracts and sold fifteen books. 
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‘We visited the prisons here in company 
with some missionaries, having special per- 
mission from the President, preaching the 
gospel, and I distributed gratis eighty Gospels 
to those who could read. The number of 
books put in circulation in Ecuador is about 
six hundred.”’ 

Bolivia, because of its position, was one of 
the last of the ten republics of South America 
to feel the influence of the progressive move- 
ment. When Chili took to them the first en- 
gine and they heard the whistle, they seem 
to have awakened; and having at their door 
the means of locomotion, rapid and comfor- 
table, they began to travel around to see the 
horizon of civilization and liberty which for 
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four centuries the priests had kept away from 
them. : 
The Bible Societies, British and American, 


will have their share in the harvest, for they. 


have been sowing the Word since the year 
1877. It cost the first colporteur his own life, 
and others ran the same risk. 

In the years 1883 and 1884 I myself had to 
pass through many privations, and saw my 
life suspended by a thread. The Messrs. 
Milne, Payne, Vivacqua, Guerrero, Arancet, 
Wenberg, Noriega, and several others have 
been through great troubles, and sold several 
thousand books, slowly but surely, and we 
certainly expect them to have an influence 
through the nation. 

The American Bible Society has tried to do 


* 
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the best it could, having translated the Gos- 
pels into the Quechua, also the Acts, having 
put in circulation several thousand volumes, 
and is now working on the translation of the 
whole New Testament, parallel Spanish and 
Quechua, to make it more popular and attrac- 
tive for the people and government. 

During this last year we have had Mr. 
Noriega working there, and he sold a consid- 
erable number of books. I expect to spend 
some of my time during this year in this re- 
public, to make the Bible work more active. 

We had to fight and suffer great persecu- 
tions in Peru, but the work of the circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures has continued, having 
distributed about nine thousand books every 
year, making a total of 
234,000. During the year 
1912 we placed in circula- 
tion 1,694 Bibles, 1,537 
Testaments, and 4,253 
portions; total, 7,484; 
and received for them 
$1,449.34, gold. Thelaws 
of this republic have not 
changed much, but I be- 
lieve that it is the coun- 
try in South America 
where the Word of God 
has had most influence 
on the people. The fact 
is that there is more lib-. 
erty and appreciation in 
Peru than in either Ecua- 
dor or Bolivia, where the 
laws have had many more 
reforms. 

With the exception of 
Brazil, Chili is the coun- 
try which responds better 
to the work of evangeli- 
zation and the circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures. 
It has always responded 
better in sales also. The number of books 
put into circulation this year is as follows: 
2,805 Bibles, 1,617 Testaments, 10,927 por- 
tions; and we have received for them $6,969 
Chilean money, or $2,323 gold, with a per- 
sonnel of five colporteurs and correspondents. 

Juan F. Mardones, one of our colporteurs, 
writes: ‘‘During this year I have ‘sold ‘395 
Bibles, 355 Testaments, 1,934 portions; to- 
tal, 2,684. I have traveled 5,800 miles, visit- 
ed 89 towns, and received as donations to the 

iety $11.25. 
Pea the latter part of this year the 
sales have been more difficult, due to the fa- 
mous pastoral of the Archbishop of Santiago. 
The Roman clergy is doing all possible and 
employing all means with the end in view to 
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prohibit the sale of the Scriptures, destroying 
all that fall into their hands. One of their 
bishops called Sepulveda visits even the 
smallest villages, fighting the Bible to death 
and having burned some.’’ 

I think that our readers will be very much 
interested in reading the experiences of some 
of our commissioners, especially of Miss Ber- 
tha M. Bell, in her splendid work lately : 

““Mrs. Ferguson and I had a long conver- 
sation some months ago with a priest in the 
town of French. I offered him the Bible and 
asked if he did not want to buy the best book 
in the world. ‘What is that?’ he said, all 
smiles, ashe took the book. His countenance 
changed, and throwing up his hands in horror, 
he informed me it was a book prohibited to 
him. ‘Prohibited!’ I said, ‘the Word of 
God prohibited to you! Howis that?’ ‘Oh,’ 
he said, ‘we have our book. Your book has 
been changed.’ ‘Let me see your book,’ I 
said, and sure enough he brought out a New 
Testament. He didn’t possess a Bible. We 
questioned him then as to forgiveness of sins, 
confession, the worshiping of Mary and the 
saints. Every time I read from his own book 
verses contradicting the statements he had 
made. He remarked, ‘We believe God is 
holy, and to approach him we must go to the 
saints and the saints will go to Mary and 
Mary to Jesus and Jesus to God.’ I read 
from his book, holding it so that he could see 
it. ‘There is one mediator between God and 
man, the man Christ Jesus.’ ‘Iam the way, 
the truth and the life; no one cometh to the 
Father but by me.’ He became very much 
confused and said, ‘I prohibit you from sell- 
ing that book here.’ We told him frankly 
that he had better go and study his cwn book 
before posing asa representative of God, able 
to forgive sins; and until he was ready to 
teach the people the truth it was necessary 
for us to give them the chance to know the 
way of salvation. In about a couple of hours 
we sold about $22 worth of Bibles and por- 
tions.’’ 
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Mrs. Ferguson writes from Rosario: ‘We 
enclose you a little regarding the Bible work 
in which the Lord has permitted us to have a 
part. We do praise him for His Word. 
‘Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my 
word shall not pass away.’ 

‘He has enabled us to visit thirteen towns 
in the year 1912, ranging in population from 
500 to over 12,000, where there is no gospel 
work at all, and selling 180 Bibles, 191 Testa- 
ments, and 155 portions, giving out thousands 
of tracts, and witnessing to hundreds of 
Christ’s power to save. Some received the 
Word so gladly, others rejected it. It is ours 
to sow the seed, which is the Word of God. I. 
remember one old man who had a large fam- 
ily, very poor, but when told that it was God’s 
Word, he and his family soon found the. 
money and seemed delighted to get it. I re- 
call another family who lived in a hut of one 
room; they were delighted to get the Bible 
and are now reading it. We have been en- 
abled to send some tracts to them. 

‘“A shoemaker bought a Bible, and he and 
his wife, who was a strong Romanist, began 
to read it. They put a large Scripture text 
on the wall in front of the street door. The 
owner came in and said, ‘ What thing is that ?’ 
Pointing to the motto, the shoemaker replied, 
‘It is God’s Word.’ The owner said, ‘The 
priest will tear it-down if he sees it.’ The 
lady spoke up and said, ‘ We have a Bible and 
are reading it.’ The owner replied, ‘The 
priest will burn it if he finds it out.’ In one 
town in 1911 the priest prohibited a young 
lady and myself from selling the Bibles. We 
were working together, and my husband was 
in another part of the town. We sold in the 
next block and made good sales in the town. 
Truly the harvest is plenteous but the laborers 
are few.”’ 

The personal donations during the year, 
and also the collections in the different 
churches, amount to $945.54 gold, in Argen- 
tina, representing over two thousand dollars 
in money of this country. 


The Central America Agency 


HE report from Central America (Rev. 

James Hayter, Agent) includes the 
Canal Zone, Panama, and part of Colombia. 
It gives some vivid pictures of the physical 
as well as spiritual conditions under which 
Bible work has been carried on during the 
past year. 


. The year 1912 has been the year of the 


greatest number of books circulated—3,947 
Bibles, 6,213 Testaments, and 21,312 Gospels, 
making a total of 31,472 books in all. Of 
these only 1,773 were donated (mostly Gos- 
pels), the balance being sold for $2,432.55, 
United States currency. Nearly all have been 
circulated by our own men, that is, those em- 
ployed by the Society, and these, some twenty- 
five men, have journeyed over forty thousand 
miles, and visited 2,352 villages and towns. 
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Both men and beasts have suffered some- 
what. Our sub-agent, Mr. Wm. Cocking, was 
laid up for weeks with a poisoned foot, the 
result of a bite from some venomous insect 
or animal. One horse died from the bite of 
a reptile, another lost its hoof, being bitten 
by a tarantula, and the old, faithful mule of 
our old colporteur Roman, died from old age. 
Well and faithful has he worked, and if ani- 
mals have their reward, he will surely come 
in for his. 

With the single exception of Nicaragua,

which was at war during August and Septem- 
ber, we have not been molested along these 
lines. Manuel Ledesma, our colporteur in 
Nicaragua, was compelled to hide himself 
for about two months in the house of a be- 
liever. When he did unwisely dare to sally 
forth, he was caught, put in prison for three 
days, and suffered some hardships as the re- 
sult. Since being released and the war stopped 
Ledesma has been in Chinandega during the 
month of November, a very fanatical town, 
but has had some blessing there, and went 


through the experience of being arrested. 
However, when he arrived at the police sta- 
tion, which was in charge of an American, 
who, as soon as he saw that he was a Bible 
seller, refused to lock him up. The native 
policeman, however, not being satisfied, went 
to the Comandante, who also refused to take 
any action, saying he was legitimately em- 
ployed selling Bibles. 

Our new superintendent of colportage work 
in Honduras, Mr. Hockings, a young man of 
twenty-six, has made good progress with the 
language, and has, with the help of our old 
and faithful Modesto Rodriguez, scattered 
some 2,376 books, traveling some seven thou- 
sand miles, visiting some five hundred vil- 
lages and towns. Honduras is probably the 
hardest of the Central American republics to 
travelin. Roads are éither bad or nil. Towns 
are sometimes days apart, thus necessitating 
long rides on mule-back. Mr. Hockings has 
written the following of the year’s work: 

By the grace of God we can look back on 
1912 with thanksgiving for the many blessings 
received. All this time, despite the difficul- 
ties of traveling, bad food, bad climate, etc., 
we have been kept in good health. We have 
found much interest in the gospel. On one 
occasion we were invited by the municipality 
to explain the gospel, which we gladly did. 
They then invited us to remain in their town 
and teach them more, or send them a mission- 
ary, but we had to confess with sadness there 
were not enough missionaries. This whole 
town is interested in the gospel, through the 
Scriptures circulated there by the colporteurs 
of the Bible Society. 

‘“We have been arrested twice — once 
through the Roman priest for distributing 
Gospels on Good Friday, and once through 
the ignorance of the local officials classing us 
as unknown travelers, although Modesto is 
a Honduranian, and we carried papers all 
in order. We were made to return over 
mountain trails almost impassable, and were 
under arrest for three days. On account of 
revolution and famine we have suffered too. 
Three or four times we lost our way. We 
have had to sleep out in the open on the 
mountains, with no one near to help us. 
Once we nearly lost one of our mules while 
crossing one of the swift and deep rivers. 
Another time my companion fell into a mud- 
hole, through the mule falling there. At an- 
other place a tiger confronted us in the road, 
and my two companions prayed to the Lord, 
and more frightened perhaps than they, the 
tiger skulked off. One of our mules was 
bitten by a snake and another by a venomous 
spider, and will be laid up for a fortnight. In 
one of the places we had to fight for days 
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with pine branches against a fly called ‘taba- 
no,’ as they suck the blood from the animals, 
leaving them so weak as to be impossible to 
work. As it was they were covered with 
great drops of blood. Vampires then take 
up the task at night, leaving large holes from 
which the blood streams. ‘Twice we were at- 
tacked by wild bees, who either seemed to 
object to our presence or wished to take up 
their residence in our hair; I don’t know 
which. ‘These represent a few of the things 
that disturb and try to dis- 
courage, but like Paul, we 
have to say, ‘None of these 
things move me.’ 

‘““ Were it not for the other 
side perhaps the tigers and 
bees and flies would suc- 
ceed; but thanks to God 
there are many things to 
cheer us too. Here are a 
few of them: Away in a 
lonely town of Honduras 
we met aman studying the 
Scriptures, because he said 
his wife died so happy read- 
ing that book, so he wanted 
to follow her and to find 
out from that book the won- 
derful things which had 
made her die happily. Itre- 
minds us of the Ethiopian. 
How gladly we pointed him 
to Jesus Christ. In another 
town an old lady listened 
very attentively to our preaching of the cross. 
She embraced me in native fashion over and 
over for bringing such good news to her, and 
on meeting her later she told me she had 
been speaking to the Lord alone about these 
things, which I had explained to them, asking 
him if it were true, and she added, ‘It is true.’ 
In a quiet manner her husband was drinking 
in the truth, and nearly everyone bought a 
Gospel or a Testament.”’ : 

Mr. Jules Dufey, our superintendent of 
Bible work in Costa Rica since last February, 
has not had such experiences as Mr. Hock- 
ings can relate, yet he has solved the problem 
of Bible work in a country where up till now, 
although many years ahead from the educa- 
tional point of view, yet for some reason it is 
more difficult to buy our Book. He person- 
ally, and with the help of two natives, work- 
ing at times, has circulated about 400 Bibles, 
2,000 Testaments, and nearly 3,500 gospels. 


The Canal Zone 
During the year our old friend, the Rev. C. 
W. Ports, had to leave on account of bad 
health. He has worked long and hard and 


needed the rest and change which his Board 
gave him. Our work has been since in the 
hands of his colleague, the Rev. Harry Comp- 
ton, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Pana- 
ma. Our work has gone on slowly. At the 
time of writing we have secured the help of 
the Rev. Mr. Duncum, and we hope this will 
mean new effort for the Canal Zone section of 
our field. We would very earnestly call the 
attention of the Society to this, and hope the 
committee will allow us to commemorate the 
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opening of this gigantic work of the Ameri- 
can nation in some way. 


Colombia 


In the face of almost insuperable difficulties 
and indescribable drawbacks, our work has 
gone forward under the superintendence of 
our sub-agent, Mr. Cocking. He has had to 
travel about from place to place and has had 
so far no abiding place of residence. Fortu- 
nately perhaps he is unmarried, and so has no 
family ties to bind him down. He with the 
men under him have circulated during the 
year over 5,000 Scriptures, for which we have 
received over $500, United States currency. 
Considering the hundreds of miles these books: 
have had to be taken, the almost impassable 
roads, the long drought, which left many 
people without money even for things to eat, 
and the sickness of our sub-agent through 
his foot being poisoned, we consider this a 
very fair showing. Mr. Cocking writes as 
follows: F 

‘A glance at the map will show that Colom- 
bia is about equally divided between moun- 
tain and land on the plains. The Magdalena 
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River, which is about one thousand miles long, 
runs through the country, rising near the 
southern frontier and emptying in the Carib- 
bean. It is a godsend for Colombia, as it is 
navigable for a large part of its course. 
“Our means of travel are: around the 
coasts, the ocean steamer; up the rivers, the 
river steamer, the gasoline launch, canoe, raft, 
and ‘champan.’ The ‘champan’ is a large 
covered canoe used on the upper Magdalena, 
which floats down stream and is poled up.

LATIN America deserves surely for once to 
take up almost the whole available space of the 
RECORD. We present our readers with some 
extracts from the recent correspondence of 
Mrs. Hamilton and the annual reports of 
Messrs. Penzotti and Hayter from their respec- 
tive fields. The article, ‘‘The Bible in Latin 
America,’”’ was read by Dr. Fox, as the topic 
assigned him, at a Conference recently held 
at the rooms of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions, at which were represented 
a large number of missionary boards having 
work in Latin America. 

Dr. Robert E. Speer presided and made the 
Opening address, which struck the keynote of 
the Conference. Out of the fullness of his 
knowledge he pictured the present extent and 
-condition of mission work in Latin American 
lands. 

This was followed by papers and addresses 
on such topics as ‘‘ Unoccupied Fields and the 
Unreached Populations in Latin America,”’ by 
Mr. Charles D. Hurrey. “‘ Religious Liberty 
-and the Problem of Church and State in Latin 
America,” by H. K. Carroll, LL.D. ‘“‘Con- 
ditions in the Roman Catholic Church in Latin 
America To-day as Compared with Twenty- 
five Years Ago,’’ by the Rev. J.G. Meem and 
‘the Rev. George Smith. 
| Bishop E. R. Hendrix, D.D., LL.D.; of 

the Southern Methodist Church, spoke elo- 
quently on ‘‘The Right Attitude of Missions 
in Latin America to the Roman Catholic 
Church.”’ 

We cannot here reproduce even the topics 
of the entire programme. These are sufficient 
to indicate its scope, character, and value.

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Rafts are used to float down the upper Mag- 
dalena, and, finishing the journey, are turned 
loose or sold. Twice have I floated down on 
rafts this way. On the land, there is the rail- 
road (in a few spots), the mule, and the don- 
key. Last, and perhaps not least, there is the 
means of locomotion so well known to the 
apostles and early Christians, to which Isaiah 
refers when he says, ‘How beautiful are the 
feet of him which bringeth good tidings upon 
the mountains.’”’ 


Comments 


The Conference was full of information and 
stimulus, and it passed appropriate resolu- 
tions, including a warm commendation of the 
work of both the American and British and 
Foreign Bible Societies. 


In addition to the countries from which we 
have special articles, we have space only for 
a few notes from three other important Latin 
American countries—Brazil, the West Indies, 
and Venezuela. 

In Brazil the circulation during the year 
1912 has reached a total of 70,594 copies, 9 
colporteurs having been employed and 50 cor- 
respondents. The colporteurs have spent1,955 
days in the work, traveling 7,800 miles, and 
visiting 340 towns and villages. Quite re- 
cently the Rev. Mr. Tucker, the Society’s 
Agent, suffered a severe mishap in the fall- 
ing of a heavy safe upon his foot, which has 
kept him from the office five weeks, but the 
work has gone on. 

In the West Indies the circulation has 
reached a total of 72,409 copies, 35 persons 
being regularly employed, who have spent 
3,121 days in the work, traveling 19,368 miles, 
and visiting 712 towns and villages. The 
Rev. Mr. Jordan will shortly transfer his 
headquarters to New York or its vicinity, as 
after many experiments it has been found 
that this is probably the best place from 
which to reach the islands where colportage 
is being carried on. 

The Venezuela Agency reports a total of 
6,463 copies, 10 persons having been employed 
in the distribution during the year, spending 
331 days, traveling 2,745 miles, and visiting 
143 towns and villages. The Rev. Mr. Bailly 
continues his supervision of the work, a fea- 
ture of which during the year has been a 
greatly helpful visit from one of the members 
of the Board of Managers, Mr. William H. 
Spencer, who in the course of a business trip 
has found time to give careful attention to 
work of the Agency. 
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Tue picture of ““ A Mexican Garden ”’ on the 
cover page is intrinsically beautiful, and has 
the additional interest of being an enlarge- 
ment of a photograph taken some years ago 
by Dr. William I. Haven, who was visiting 
the Mexico Agency. 

Tue 103d anniversary of the Charleston 
(S. C.) Bible Society was observed Sunday 
evening, January 26th, at the First Presby- 
terian Church in that city. A number of the 
churches suspended their regular services in 
order to participate in the exercises, and the 
large congregation which attended showed 
the general and hearty interest which the 
public takes in the cause of Bible distribution 
in Charleston. 

The Rev. Dr. Alexander Sprunt, the Presi- 
dent of the Bible Society, presided on this occa- 
sion, and the Rev. Dr. Thornton Whaling of 
Columbia, S.C., made an eloquent address 
upon the importance of the Word of God and 
the dependence of the Christian world upon 
the teachings of Jesus Christ. Dr. Whaling 
spoke with warm appreciation of the work of 
the Charleston Bible Society, which might 
serve as a model to other communities in its 
methods of distribution and of making better 
known the Scriptures. 
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This society during the year has distributed 
among white people 195 volumes, among col- 
ored people 60 volumes, and has placed in the 
hotels of the city 400 volumes. The sailors 
visiting the port of Charleston received from 
the society 165 volumes. In short, the year 
has been an active and fruitful one for the 
Charleston Bible Society. , 

WE present the usual table of receipts from 
four principal sources, comparing, according 
to our custom, the receipts for February, 
1912 and 1913, and for the whole period from 
April lst to February 28th. This latter table 
shows a lessening from receipts of all sources 
amounting to $68,659.04, but the decline is 
wholly now in gifts from legacy receipts. It 
will be observed that the receipts from the 
living have increased $19,784.97.

A Humble Bible-woman in Turkey 


N the mountains forming the Black Sea 

coast range in Asiatic Turkey there are 
many small villages. The people who live 
there are poor but hardy. They win a pre- 
carious livelihood from the slopes of the 
mountains, many of them living 
entirely upon Indian corn, with 
the cheese and butter that they 
get from a few sheep and goats. 
This picture of a Bible-woman 
of the American Bible Society 
standing in the door of her hut 
shows that there is light for the 
dark and hard lives of some of 
these villagers. She trudges 
about over the hill in the vicin- 
ity of Seimen, one of these up- 
land villages. 

The people are mostly Greeks 
in this vicinity, and a consider- 
able number of them have re- 
ceived the Bible and bless this 
good woman for her work among 
them. 

We give this picture, with these 
few words of explanation, as 
an illustration of the way in 


which the supporters of the American Bible 
Society are reaching through its agents out- 
of-the-way, isolated, and neglected people in 
districts far from any ordinary routes of 
travel.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 

gers was held atthe Bible House Thurs- 

day, March 6th, at 3.30 o’clock, p. m., Presi- 
dent James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Bishop L. B. Wilson, who read a part of the 
fourth chapter of the Gospel according to St. 
Matthew, after which he offered prayer. 

J. Marshall Stuart and Howard O. Wood, 
newly elected members of the Board, were 
present, and the session was suspended that 
they might be introduced to each of the Man- 
agers. 

President Wood announced the death of 
Charles A. Hull, a member of the Board. 

Reports from the La Plata, the Korea, the 
Japan, and the West Indies Agencies were 
presented, as well as reports from several of 
the Home Agencies, each one of these re- 
ports indicating a sensible increase in the cir- 
culation of Scriptures during the year ending 
December 31, 1912. 

Grants were made in the domestic field to 
needy individuals, missions, Sunday schools, 
ete., and to the indigent blind to the value of 
$648.33, including one thousand Testament 
and Psalms and one thousand Testaments at 
half cost to the Army Branch of the Y.M.C.A., 
for distribution among the soldiers in the 
vicinity of New York and those assembled 
about Galveston, Texas. 

An additional grant was made of $100 for 
Bible distribution at Tabriz, Persia. 

The Secretaries reported consignments of 
Scriptures to the Agencies abroad during the 
month of February as follows: 

To Central America, 5,462 volumes, valued 


at $742.44; to the Levant, 1,177 volumes, 


valued at $298.48; to Mexico, 7 volumes, 
valued at $10.74; to the Philippines, 390 vol- 


umes, valued at $138.95; to West Indies, 


11,663 volumes, valued at $707.88. Total, 


18,699 volumes, valued at $1,898.49. 


Scriptures issued from the Bible House
